upon them, ‘To remove therefore all uncertainty upon the 
fubje&t, I write you this letter, to acquaint that it is my in- 
tention that the prizes, which have been made by fach- pri- 
vateers as the United States of America lave cattfed to 
be armed in France, and which have been carried inte any 
of my ports, fhall be judged by the Couaeil of prizes, in the 
fame maaner of thofe of the privateors: which my fubjects 
have fitted out; and, that in confequeace, the officers of 
the Admiralties fhall obferve, with refpe& to them, all the 
formalities preferibed by my declaration of the 24th of 
June, 1771. I defire for the full excention of my will on 
this fubje&, that you caufe it té be made known in all my 
ports, that the Captains of thofe privateers may be informed 
of it, and conduct themfelves accdrdingly, as well as che 
officers of the Admiralty. ‘This letter having no other ob- 
je&, I befeech the Almighty to take. you, my Coufin, into 
his moft holy proteétion.

As foon as the two candidates offered 
themélyes, they attrastal. usiverial nevive, dbo enquired, “or-pre- 
tended to enquire. with an eager folicitude, which of them was che 
dowed with the mott eminent talents, ard which» f them poTled the 
aot refpeaable chataéter.  ‘Yhe honour of the nation, and the inde 

ndence_pf the community, were never thought to be eocerned in 
the ditpute, “The fale controverly was, whether Sir L p—— -, 
dittinguithed by his great fortune, and his intependent fpirit, or Mr 
. equally diitinguifhed by an caily zppearunce of abilities at 
the bar, were moi! worthy of being chofea the Reprefentative of E- 
dinburgh? Impreffed with this notign, a poficical feridbler has, with 
all the blindness of prejudice, aad afl the acrimony of party, held forth 
the charatter of the fatter in the moft amiable light, while he has 
drawn that of the former ia the blackeft colours. is contett, how- 
ever, it is ended, may be confidered in a different view from 
that in which it has heen hitherto reprefented ; from whence it will 
appear to be of (Mill greater importance than it is . groereliy thought. 
Several of the wealshie@ and mott refpectable inhabitants of this 
city bave tong regarded it as a matter of the greatett confequence, 
that they thould be reprefémted ‘in Parliament by 2 perfon whofe for- 
tune might place hin farabove all pecuniary coniiderations, and whofe 
moderation might him from exercifing an undue authority o- 
i. Adtuated ty finch worthy motives, they fixed 
Sir L——— D———:: Nor has that gentleman, iu any inftance, . 
appainted their most dinguine expedtations. He has, for many fef- 
fions, fepported the mtafures of the Miniftry, while he believed that 
they were purfuing fich plans as were moft conducive to the welfare 
and y of the nation. "When, the ¢fown had. of late years, acquired 
itional weight and fplendour, by the difpofal of many civil offices, 
and (till more by the appointment of military departments, he voted, 
along with a great majority of the Heufe of Commons, that the royal 





power was to much, and ought te be diminithed. And 
though this was. ill-timed during the war, and con- 
trary to the pri fentiments of his firmeft friends, it would have 


been highly unreaiouable in them to have found fault with him for 
aéting agreeably to the cunyiction of his own heart, efpecially as he 
gave, at the: time, a convincing proof, that he was not a mere 
tool of Adminiitration. Nor was this the only occafion on which he 
dicovered his free and independent principk’s, When, at a former 
period, the Minitter, after having granted extenfive indulgencies to 
the é in .a neighbouring Kin , apxioufly withed to 
extend the-fame privileges to thofe who refided in Scotland ; the na- 
tives, roufed by a too open encouragement of a religion, which admits 
of the grofle ft fuperttitions, which contains slocirines equally deftruc- 
“tive to the civil and religious liberties of mankind, and which has, in 
commiifion of the. moft exceffive crvelties, 
Lex their di jon of the meafure, not.only in the mur- 
murs of complaint, but likewiie in the chansours of popular indignation. 
In this general alarm, the reprefentative of the capital, antmated with 
zeal for the Proteftant faith, and attentive to the interelts of his con- 
fituents, ftood forth, and by his warm and determined oppdfition to 
the bill, contributed to divert the Premier_ftom the fcheme. 
While fach Was his bebavionr as a Britith fenator, his conduct to- 
wards this city has always beco diredted by the foundelt dictates of 


pradence aod peerie es 

The Council of Edinburgh has the undoubted privilege of naminat- 
ing the miniters of the towh, of appointing moft of the profeflors of 
the univerfity, and of beftowing feveral other offices, by which it en- 
joys that digaity, and ptetcrves that weight amd in@yence, which the 
fit bedy politic of an ancient kingdom ought to poffefs. But were 
theic reprentative to ufurp this right, their dignity would vanith, their 
power would be ciminithed, and they themflves would fall into con- 
tempt. Accordingly, Sir 1L——- D———, with a delicacy and mo- 
dgration which do him the higheit honour, n¢ver interfered in thete 
matters. Conicions*that he owed ‘his eledtion to ‘the free and un- 
Liafied votes of his con'tituents, he thouglit'that it would be equally 
impolitic and unjaltiGable to treat with difrefpect, or to dictate with 
hanghtloefs, ta thot perions to whom he was iadebted for his feat in 
Parliament. - 

From thef confidcrations, itis highly probable, that he would have 
been re-elected by the unanimous voice of his fellow-citizens, had it 
not been forthe ambition of a. nobleman, whofe hizh ftatioa mutt ex- 
cite the refpe&, and wholé. benevolence cannot fail to procure the c- 
ftcem of his couatrymen. . But \the fplendour of rank may fometimes 
caft a falfe glare. over the moit dangerous deeds; and a muniticent tem- 
per, when improperly diretted,. may prompt to aétions produtive of 
the moft fatal effects. The fan, whote beams afford light and comfort 
to wretched mortals, when too bright, dhazles the eyes of the de- 
holder: The river, whote ftreams refrefh and fertilize the adjacent 
country, by overflowing its banks too far, fpreads rain and defolation 
over thofe fields which it formerly.neuriihed. ‘This nobleman, a few 
years ago, made fome vigorous attempts to-acquire the whole nianage- 
ment of the Yown-Council; bat was fruftrated in all his projects. 
His forces, however, though repulfed, were not entirely difcomfited ; 
they only waited for 2 favourable opportunity of renewing thefe at- 
tacks in‘which they had been formerly bafficd. The diffolution of Par- 
fiament, which was forefeen fome time before it happened, feemed to 
be the moft proper feafon for taking the field; and they refolved to 
Degin their political campaign with an affault upon the fitting mem- 
Ber. . ‘Phey inreighed with bditternefs againft the fplendour of his for- 
tune, and the cle “of his houfe; they, defamed his charaéter; 
and, with ucparallelled iahumanity, they even attacked his bodily in- 
fismities. But thoy chiefy direéted their battery againit bis vote on 
Mr Dunning’s motion: This was the favourite topic of popular de- 
clamation and of party invective :. Though their leaders, with that ad- 
mirable confiftency which marks the proceedings of the whole party, 
are, at this moment, fupporting, with all their intereft, in another 
part ofthe country, Sir G E , a gentleman who alio deferted 
¢he minifterial flandard on the memorable 7th of April. Having 
thus endeavourcd to fubvert the popularity of the lete reprefentative, 








they flattered themiclves, that they would be able to deprive him of | 


his power, by fetting no in oppoStion. to him a young lawyer, whofe 
amiable charmer, and whofe eminent talents were well calculated te 
conces!, under the cloak of public patriotifin, the views of an inter- 
cited faction. As they had the carlieit inteliigence of the diffolution 
of Parliament, they began om Friday; all Saturday they proceeded 
«ith alaccty; and, with unremitting ardowr, they profecuted their 
eanvafs even on that day which the laws of the land, as well as the in- 
{irutions of religion, appropriate to more facred perpofes. During this 
time, ‘the head of the junta never deigned to folicit the votes of thofe 
citizens, whole ftacion ia the borough, whofe independent fortunes, 
and whofe attention tothe iaterefts of the Csuncil, juflily entitled 
thom to be fixtt confialted on the fabject. Senfible that they were well 
_ sequainted with Bis ambitions defigns, he knew that, by applying to 
them, he couldenly alarm their fears, and excite their oppolition ; 
and, thercfore, chiefly paid his court to thofe whom his rank could 
atimidate, er to thef: whom his wealth could corrupt. So unfteady 
were the perfuns who" were gained over to his fide, that they could not 
be truited by themiefves; but, after fpéntting the day ia feafting and 
mexent, they were obliged tobe confined all night within the walls 
of tie A——~r's-halt. In order to fix their wavering and ugitab'e 
minds, it wus propofed to fend a letter to Sir L , ex 
prelling theic difpprobation of his conduét, and declaring their firm 
refolution to eppoic him ‘at the enfiuing election. “So this propofal

Should ad- 
miniftration, however, prepofe a bill that ‘is contrary to the opinion, 
or that thwarts the intereft ef his patron, he moft be guilty of in- 
gratitude towards him, or he muft break through the refolution that 
he has formed, or he mult abdicate his feat in Parliament. But, can 
he treat with ingratitude that noble-friesd, who fpared neither time, 


- trouble, nor expence on his actopnt ? Can he oppofe that voice, 


which has often fpoken in his caufe? Can he refift that hand 
which has been fo oftemftretched out in’his behalf? As the goodnefs 
of his heart will fecure-him from: fuch aa ungrateful behaviour, his 
ftrong fenfe of honour .muft prevent him. from joining a minority, 
contrary to his public declaration. What a difgrace is it, then, te 
an ancient kingdom, that -the*mettopolis fhould have for its re- 
prefeptative one who mutt ceafe to be fo whenever the defigns of 
the winibey fhall be inconfiftent with the private fchemes of his noble 
patron ! F 

To the national difgrace is nearly allied the difhonour and thraldom 
of this borough. Moft of the deacons of the trades, with an infatus- 
tion fearcely credible, have thown more regard to one who only vifits 
them on certain_occafions, than. to thofe who conftantly refide among 
them. They have preferred a perfon who ufes them as the tools of his 
ambition, to thofe who have, for their fakes, fubmitted to the drudge- 
ry of public bufinets, and have watched overtheir interefts with a pa- 
terial care. "They have paid more refpeftito.a man of quality, who 
is adorned with titles, and pofleffed of a princely fortune, thanto thofe 
virtuous citizens who, by Ueels docaiey. spe ativity, conftitute the 
real grandeur and. riches Of a Ttate. ~ ‘ickle aud ungrateful men! ye 
are, by this conduét, contributing to your own flavery. You are for- 
ging chains for yourfelves, which you will find it di%cult to oof. 

ou are wréathing yoke about your necks, that it will be impo ble 
for you to-throw off. -If, in the hour of their dépendence, the heads 
of the junto told you, that you'm/ yield to their commands, what are 
you. to expett-in the day. of their power? An authority, which has 
been acquired by fuch indireét and violent methods, will, you may be- 
lieve, be exercifed with unbounded fway.. Having found that you can 
tamely bear the indignity of infult, will they not try whether you can 
fubmit, with ‘equal patienee, to the rod of oppreflion? 

Happily for this intereft, which you neglect, a great majority of the 
merchant-council, roufed by the intrigues of a junto, which endeavours 
tu wreft from them, by force, the influence which they obtained by 
their public ferviecs, and zcal for the general welfare, have united 
their efforts to oppofe the encroachments of this impetuons and arbi- 
trary faction. ‘he merit of their cauie, the withes of every good ci- 
tizen, and*their own vigorons exertions, will, it is probable, crown 
their attempts with final jirecefs, ‘The Parliament will not fnflain an 
eleétion, in which the meaneft part of the Council ufurped a right 
that is vefted in the Chief Magifhrate, and in which they difpented 
with-a form that has always beenheld effential. The trades, open to 
conviétion, and deteting the defigns of thofe afpiring men, who aim 
at the fole domination of the Council, will again look up, with grati- 
tude and confidence, to their angient protectors,*and, by a firm res 
union with the merchant-council, will eftabkih, on a fure foundation, 
the coticord, the mdependence, afd the profperity of the burgh.
